with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than by c ‘ 
agreement or any of them. 

2. The costs and expenses of the Londonderry Port Sanitary 
10 Authority and the Local Government Board for Ireland incurred 

in respect of the application for preparation making and confirmation 
of this Order shall be paid by the Londonderry Port Sanitary Authority 
and shall be defrayed as expenses incurred by them in the execution 
of the Order of 1909.
